The applicant argues that the Parr reference does not disclose a release strip, however, the examiner maintains the position that the 
reference does in fact teach a release strip as previously set forth in the rejection of claim 1 . Parr discloses adhesive means applied in an 
attachment zone and covered by release means. The examiner considers the release means as a release strip that is removed (i.e. 
disengaged) when the user unfolds the device. The release strip is thus at least removable from the device on which it is originally 
secured to. Likewise, the Moder reference is relied upon to provide a general teaching that it is known in the art to provide a vaginal 
insertion device with an absorbent article. 
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
